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(54) GOLF RANGE FINDER 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To make golf more enjoyable by accurately measuring the 
carry of a ball, etc. 

CONSTITUTION: A golf range finder 10 includes a sensor 12 for detecting 
vibration due to walking, a step counting portion 1 4 for counting steps 
through accumulation of detection signals of the sensor 12, a count 
stopping switch 16 for temporarily stopping the counting of the step 
counting portion 14, a step setting portion 18 for setting each step, a 
distance-calculating portion-20-for-calculating-the-eovered-distance- — 
through multiplication of each step set by the step setting portion 1 8 by 
the number of steps counted by the step counting portion 14, and a 
display portion 22 for displaying in yard the distance calculated by the 
distance calculating portion 20.

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1 ] The sensor which detects the vibration accompanying a walk, and the number section of pedometers which 
integrates the detecting signal of this sensor and carries out counting of the number of steps, this number of steps - 
counting - counting which stops counting of the section temporarily - with a safety switch and the step setting section 
which sets up a step The distance calculation section which computes distance by multiplying by the number of steps 
by which counting was carried out to the step set up in this step setting section in the above-mentioned number section 
of pedometers, Housing is equipped with the display which displays the distance computed in this distance calculation 
section per yard. The range finder for golf with which the above-mentioned display is prepared in the transverse plane 
of this housing, and it comes to prepare the hanging section for making it hang on the belt of trousers etc. in the tooth 
back of the above-mentioned housing free [ rotation ] to the above-mentioned housing.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] This invention relates to the range finder for golf for measuring the flight distance of a ball etc. 

during the play of golf. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] Conventionally, the flight distance of a ball etc. was sensuously grasped by eye 

measurement during the play of golf. 

[0003] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, by such method, since an exact distance was not able to be 
grasped, there were the following problems. 

** If the ball often flew, the pleasure of fluctuating between joy and sorrow also because of few differences of the 
flight distance of a ball since it does not understand roughly that it seldom flew was missing. 
** Since the distance to green was not found correctly, an error may be produced in selection of crab etc. and it was 
hard to stand suitable strategy. 

[0004] Then, the purpose of this invention can measure the flight distance of a ball etc. correctly, and is to offer the 

range finder for golf which raised the pleasure of golf. 

[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] The range finders for golf concerning this invention are the following things which 
attained the above-mentioned purpose. The sensor which detects the vibration accompanying a walk, and the number 
section of pedometers which integrates the detecting signal of this sensor and carries out counting of the number of 
steps, this number of steps - counting — counting which stops counting of the section temporarily ~ with a safety 
switch and the step setting section which sets up a step The distance calculation section which computes distance by 
multiplying by the number of steps by which counting was carried out to the step set up in this step setting section in 
the above-mentioned number section of pedometers, Housing is equipped with the display which displays the distance 
computed in this distance calculation section per yard. The above-mentioned display is prepared in the transverse plane 
of this housing, and it comes to prepare the hanging section for making it hang on the belt of trousers etc. in the tooth 
back of the above-mentioned housing free [ rotation ] to the above-mentioned housing. 
[0006] 

[Function] The operation of the range finder for golf concerning this invention is as follows. In order for a player to use 
the range finder for golf, first, a step is set up by the step setting section and it hangs on the belt of trousers etc. by the 
hanging section. And if you walk to the point at which the ball arrived from the point which hit the ball, for example, 
the value which multiplied the number of steps by the step will be displayed on a display per yard as flight distance. A 
player can see a display by rotating housing of the range finder for golf to the hanging section, moreover — since a 
sensor detects as a walk accidentally when swinging crab - counting - a safety switch - pushing - the number of 
steps - counting - the addition of the section is stopped 
[0007] 

[Example] The perspective diagram in which drawing 1 or drawing 3 showing one example of the range finder for golf 
concerning this invention, and showing the state where were attached drawing 1 in the functional block diagram, and 
drawing 2 was attached in the belt, the perspective diagram showing the state where drawing 3 lifted housing from the 
state of drawing 2 , and dr awing 4 are the front view of housing. Hereafter, based on these drawings, it explains in 
detail.
